THE PcISON CURARI. 


| Mysterious Mixture Makes Deer, 
Wounded to Death, Bold. 


Curari, the vegetable poison with 
which the Infiahs of the upper Ama- 
zon tip their hunting arrows, remains 
a mystery in its composition after a 
hundred years of. investigation by 
scientists. The Indinns will sell it for 
its weight in silver, but will not re- 
veal the plants from which it is de- 
| rived, Not long ago a professor in a 
, German university rent to the Ama- 
zon wilderness for express pur- 
pose of discovering the secret, for 
curari, or urari, as it is otherwise call- 
ed, is now thought, to be of great 
value in medicine. ‘The professor liv- 
ed two years in Indian villages, and, 
while he was permitted to witness 
the boiling of the ‘‘witches’ broth,’’ 
which lasted severa) days, he could 
not’ tell what plants went into the 
brew, Returning ftom his baffled 
quest down the Amazon with a quan- 
tity of the poison, the professor was 
met by another traveler, Dewey Aus- 
tin Cobb, who had got possession of a 
native blowgun. The. latter tells in 
the National Geographic Magazine 
how he got some of the professor’s 
curari on some of his blowgun arrows, 
which are like toothpicks feathered 
with cotton, and tried it on a buck 
deer in the forest. 

“After a deliberate aim our hunter 
fired,’’ says Mr. Cobh, “if I may use 
such a word for the little puff, scarce- 
ly heard by us and entirely inaudi- 
ble above the rustling corn leaves at 
the distance of the dycr. The animal 
gave a slight start a it felt the prick 
of the arrow on its flank and turned 
partly around, sniffing the air’ for a 


| scent and looking ebout as if search- 


ing for the insect *bat had bitten or 
stung it. Detecting. nothing, it stood 
still and unalarmed, At the.end- of 
a minute or a minute and a half at 
most its head dropped a little, as if it 
was sleepy.

Readers who keep fowls will be in- 
terested in the pi Pale remarkable 
egg records. It has been said that 
the heaviest hen’s egg ever laid weigh- 
ed 43-4 ounces. While this cannot be 
verified, however, it might be men- 
tioned that recently a thoroughbred 
Leghorn hen, in its third year, laid an 
ope which, carefully weighed on an 

urate letter-balance, turned the 
seale at 41-4 ounces, It was, of 
eourse, a double-yolked egg. It might 

| be mentioned that the ordinary weight 
of an egg is two ounces. 

A short time age a buff Orpington 
hen laid an egg weighing over four 
ounces. The owner confessed that he 
often gets eggs from this particular 
fowl weighing over three ounces, In 
another case a white Leghorn pullet 
laid an egg which turned the scale at 
four ounces, while’a Minorca, a few 
days after Christmas, laid one which 
scaled 33-4 ounces.

THE STEALTHY TIGER. 


As Sileritly as Death Itself He Ap- 
proaches His Prey. — 


An English hunter in India writes: 
“1 have seen a tiger, sitting up 100 
ards from me in the sunlight, wash- 
ng his face like a cat, move a couple 
of ~— into the shade, and fade 
away like the foxy domesticated cat; 
but what is more extraordinary is 
that he can move without some dry 
leaf or stalk crackling to, betray him. 
. Often in a hunt in the middle of the 
dry. season the inexperienced sports- 
man’s heart is in his mouth as he 
hears the crushing of a dead leaf, the 
slow, stealthy tread of what seems 
some heavy animal; but it is only the 
peacock, the first to move ahead of 
the beaters. Then, after a period of 
strained watching, when the eye can 
and does detect the move of the tiniest 
bird, the quiver of a leaf, suddenly, 
without a sound, the great beast 
stands before him, 

“He does not always move quietly, 
but when he does death is fot more 
silent. The question of how a white 
} or ctherwise abnormally marked tiger 
| can take its prey is simplified by the 
fact that as a general rule the tiger 
kills at night or at dawn or dusk, and 
that it is only the cattle-killing tiger 
who. takes his lordly toll of the village 
cattle by day. 

“Again, that wonderful voice, the 
most mournful sound in captivity, 
which literally hashes the jungle and 
fills the twilight with horror, is a 
powerful aid to hiin in his hunting. 
Often I have heard it, The memory 
of one occasion is as vivid as the’ 
moment when it held me spellbound. 

“T was stalking a deer in the even- 
ing in the glade of a forest, when 
suddenly, from not 50 yards above 
me, rang out a long, low, penetrating 
moan which seemed to fill the jungle 
with a terrifying thrill, and for a mo- 
ment made the heart stand still. 

“The natives believe that the deer, 
hearing the tiger’s voice, and unable 
from the reverberating nature of the 
sound to locate the position of their 
enemy, stand or lie still, and so Rive 
him the chance of stalking his prey. 
| Unless you are following the tiger and 
| have seen him, it is almost impossi- 

ble from the sound alone to tell with 

any certainty where he is.”

How the Great Methodist Commenced 
His Field Work. 


Here is John Wesley’s account of 


how he —_ field preaching and 
overcame his repugnance to it: | 


“I reached Bristol, and met Mr. 
Whitefield there (March 31, 1739). I 
could scarce reconcile myself at first 
to this strange way of preaching in 
the fields, of which he set me an ex- 
ample'on Sunday; having been all my 
life—till very lately—so tenacious of 
every point relati to, decency and 
order, that I should have thought the 
saving of souls almost a sin if it had 
not been done in a church. 

“April 1. ~ In the evening — Mr. 
Whitefield being gone~I begun ex- 

unding our Lord’s Sermon on the 

ount—one pretty remarkable prece- 
dent of fieid-preaching, though I sup- 
pose there were churches at that time 
also—to a little society which was ac- 
customed to meet once or twice a 
week in Nicholas street. 

‘Monday, 2nd.—At four in the after- 
noon I submitted to. be more vile, and 
proclaimed in ‘the highways the glad 
tidings of salvation, speaking from a 
little eminence in a ground ecormes 
to the city, to about 3,000 people. The 
Scripture on which 1 spoke was this— 
is it possible anyone should be igno- 
rant, that it is tuifilled in every «true 
minister of Christ?—‘The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because He hath 
anointed me to preach the Gospel to 
the poor; He hath sent me to heal 
the broken-hearted; to preach deliver- 
ance to the captives, and recovery of ; 
sight to the blind; to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord.’ | 

Sunday, 8th.—At seven in the morn- | 
ing I preached to about.a thousand 
persons at Bristol, and afterwards to 
about fifteen hundred on the top ag 
Hannammount in Kingswood. I call-

Time-Keeping Records. 

With all the wonderful achieve- 
ments 2f centuries of clock and watch 
making, there is not a timepiece in 
the world which will keep correct 
time. ‘Big Ben” of Westminster, Lon- 
don, certainly has a very respectable 
record. He has never been more than 
three seconds from the true time. But 
this discrepancy appears flagrant 
against the records of the three most 
perfect observatory clocks in the 
world. Those at Greenwich, at the 
United States Naval Observatory at 
Washington, and at the Berlin Ob 
servatory were compared by a Ger- 
man scientist; who had to give the 
verdict against his own nation.

Whether under treaty or not, the 
Indians to some extent receive from 
Government a kind of paternal cure 
as “‘the wards of the nation,” and are | 
subject to various special! laws, such | 
as that, for instance, which absolute. | 
ly prohibits-the sale of intoxicating 
liquor to an Indian. Doubtless some | 
of the race find these benevolently in- , 
tended restrictions galling. A few cf | 
the more able and industrious, by ful- 
filling certain conditions, gain their 
enfranchisement as ordinary citizens, | 
but the agents who have the over- | 
sight of the reserves deseribe the In- 
dians as‘ generally lacking in am- 
bition.

Tuberculosis is very prevalent 
amongst them, and in some tribes the 
death-rate from this cause is extraor- 
dinarily high, but where they live un. 
der fairly favorable conditions they 
show no signs of dying out.

AINTING is the sudden loss of 
eee consciousness due to an enfeebled 

action of the heart. A low rate 

of respiration and extreme pallor 
aceompany this condition. The clear 
head of the outsider is all that ia nec- 
essary to restore the. person to con- 
Fclousness, and my little talk today is 
to bring before your minds some of the 
ne essary and effectual steps in the 
treatment of one who has fainted, 

The causes of fainting are many, A 
general rundown and weak condition 
is somet'mes brought tothe knowledge 
by fa.nting spells. There is, of course, 
fainting tiiat resulte from intense pain, 
from jack of fresh air, from an insuffi- 
cient amount of nourishing food, or 
from a ehock to the mind, 

In any one of these cases women are 
on the fainting list more than men, 
But the necessary facts once acquired 
by you will be helpful in any emetfgency 
or tnis kind, 

I have seen ignorant persons doing 
the very thing to a fainting woman 
that militates egainst the recovering of 
consciousness, A person. who has 
fainted must not be kept in an up- 
right position. 

Place the body in a flat position, and 
if possible, have the head a little lower 
than the feet. The heart will be aided 
in its work of pumping the blood to the 
brain and head. When this is done, 
and the flushed, natural condition of 
the skin is evidence of. the restored cir- 
culation, the return of consciousness 
soon follows. 

As soon as this very important step 
fe taken, loosen all tight clothing at the 
neck and waist, Corset strings should 
be cut, if there be difficulty encoun- 
tered: collars and belts should be de- 
tached, ‘the object is to secure an easy 
condition of respiration. Fresh air must 
be taken Into the lungs in great quan- 
titles. The removal of tight clothing 
assists in this action, That is one rea- 
son why a fainting person must not be 
surrounded by a ring or hedge of the 
curious and thoughtless onlookers. 

A brisk rubbing of the hands will 
bring the blood from the heart to the 
eurface of the body. . Remember that 
your aim is to stimulate the heart, 
which has decreased its speed. 

Every one knows the efficacy of the 
cold-water dash, that shocks the ex- 
terior muscles, thereby bringing the 
blood and its warmth back to the head.
